O R D E R  

On June 17, 2005, Sandy Hook Water District (“Sandy Hook) filed its application 

for Commission approval of a proposed increase in water rates. Sandy Hook proposed 

to adjust its rates to increase its annual revenue from water rates by 19.5 percent, or 

$71,253 in additional water revenue. This proposal would increase the average monthly 

water bill for 5,000 gallons of usage from $29.34 to $37.46, an increase of 27.6 percent. 

By Order dated September 14, 2005, the Commission issued a Staff Report that 

Commission Staff prepared after reviewing Sandy Hook’s test-year operations. In its 

report, Commission Staff recommended that Sandy Hook’s proposed rate increase be 

accepted. In its Order, the Commission allowed Sandy Hook 10 days to file written 

comments regarding the Staff Report or to request a hearing or informal conference. By 

Order dated September 29, 2005, the Commission issued an Amended Staff Report in 

which Commission Staff recommended acceptance of proposed nonrecurring charges 

that had not been addressed in the original Staff Report. The Commission has not 

received any comments on the Staff Reports or their recommendations. 

The Commission, having considered the evidence of record and being otherwise 

sufficiently advised, finds that: 



1. The recommendations and findings contained in the Staff Report are 

supported by the evidence of record, are reasonable, and should be adopted as the 

findings of the Commission. 

2. The rates in Appendix A will produce annual revenue from water service of 

$429,844. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1” The findings contained in the Staff Report are adopted and incorporated 

by reference into this Order as if fully set out herein. 

2. The rates in Appendix A are approved for service rendered by Sandy 

Hook on and after the date of this Order. 

3. Within 30 days of the date of this Order, Sandy Hook shall file with the 

Commission its revised tariff setting out the rates approved herein. 

4. Three years from the effective date of this Order, Sandy Hook shall file an 

income statement, along with any pro forma adjustments, in sufficient detail to 

demonstrate that the rates approved herein are sufficient to meet its operating 

expenses and annual debt service requirements.
